Of later years, since prosperity made a permanent return to 
the territory this side of Mason and Dixon’s line, the endeavor of 
the institution has been maintained with unremitting vigor. The 
reunion of the alumni scheduled for Friday is projected mainly to 
consider ways and means of broadening the influenee of the insti- 
tution. The graduates of the college have already given earnest 
o: their consecration to its purposes. A full attendance at the im- 
pending meeting will be of great value in expanding the scope of 
a crifsade to which the south is already under deep obligations.
